Evan 
Papadopoulos's goal after four minutes 
put the VIS on its way and Ricky 
Chillico made it two-nil in 34 minutes. 
The second half saw an end to end 
match until two goals in quick succes— 
sion settled things for the VIS. Ibrahim 
Ibraimi scored in 74 minutes, followed 
immediately by a second goal in as 
many matches for Michael Sham— 
Yuem. 

Carlton continued at the head of the 
league after its eight—-nil win over 
Albury Wodonga. Daniel Vasilevski 
scored twice and all the other goals 
were singles by Eddie Awad, speedy 
Steve Martin, Joshua Kennedy, Daniel
